Two thousand troops are now ready 


to again make the attempt, the admir- 
al reports.

-.from Taku. also saying that the French 
officers who escaped from Tien Tsin 
Tuesday stated.that the Chinese were 
Attacking that city fiercely.

Washington, June 23,—| Special Tele-

Ad- 
miral Kempff at Taku, called for rein- 
forcements of ships and men to protect 
American interests in China, He said 
that he was in urgent need of them, 


Instructions were accordingly sent by 


•the Navy Department to, Eear Admiral 
Hemnv, at Manila, to send Kempff the 
reinforcements he wants. 


Just what ships and the exact number 


of men to go are details that have been 
left to the discretion of Admiral Bemey. 
The department's instructions to Bemey. 
.show how seriously the government re- 
gards the situation in China. 


More Soldiers to be Sent. 


More American soldiers are to be sent 


also. A dispatch was sent to Msjor 
General MacArthur at Manila, which, 
while inquiring as to his ability to fur- 
xish more troops for service in China, 
contained what amounted to 'directions 
to get additional soldiers ready for ship- 
ment to the mouth of-Pel Ho, 


The government has become satisfied 


that the Boxer troubles will not blow 
over easily, and is prepared to go to ex- 
tremes to protect the lives and property 
of Americans in the empire. 


Situation Grow* Worse Dally. 


London, June 23— Every day counts, 


and the situation in China is worse for 
that reason. It was ten days since there 
was authentic information from the lega- 
tion, and that fact alone justifies serious 
apprehension. 


It is hardly creditable that the lega- 


tions, with all their resources, should 
not have been able to send a courier 
with dispatches to the sea boaad. 


Twelve days have passed 
since the 


British admiral, with the mixed force of 
2,300 marines, left Tien-Tsin for Peking, 
and there is no cuthenlic news of his 
arrival. 


Force Includes 80O Americans 


Washington, June 23—Four thou- 


sand international troops at Tien Tsin 
have been defending the place for three 
days against a superior force of Chinese, 
and are in urgent need of re inforce- 
ments. 


The force includes 800 Americans. 
The Chinese have big artillery and 


are said to be regular soldiers who have 
joined the Boxers. 


A relief column from Taku, it is 


thought, will reach Tien Tsin today. 


The Ninth regiment is expected to sail 


from Manila today and another regi- 
ment will be hurried after it as quickly 
as possible.

The Chinese director' of telegraphs of- 


fically announces that the foreign lega- 
tions in Peking are safe, but no confir- 
mation of the statement has been ob- 
tained.

Foreign Quarters In the City of Tien Titln 


Suffering 


London, June 23.'—'A special dis- 


patch from Shanghai says: 
"Intelli- 


gence has been brought by the United 
States gun-boat 'Nashville that the for- 
eign quarter at Tientsin -was bombard- 
ed by Gens. Nleh, Tung Fuh Siang, 
Kang Su and Yuan Shu Kal., The re- 
sult of the fighting Is not known. 


"The -foreign. residents are confined 


j to a restricted district, and, as food 


and water are scarce, they 'have suf- 
fered greatly. The Ton Shaa mines at 
Pieh-Taa-Ho were abandoned by thfi 
soldiers, and rioters flooded the mines 
and ruined the machinery." 


The consuls at Shanghai still believe 


the foreign ministers at Pekin-safe, al- 
though Japanese reports received 
at 


Shanghai allege that up to June 15 
100 foreigners had 'been killed in Pe- 
kin. 


The Daily Express says: 
"We un- 


derstand that Mr. Reginald Thomas 
Tower, secretary of the British embas- 
sy in Washington, Is to' succeed Sir 
Claude Macdonald at Pr:dn, and that 
the reason of Sir Claude's recall Is the 
breakdown to his health."

the conflict started. It is Impossible 
to estimate the number, of the'Chinese, 
there, but they had a surprising num- 
ber of guns.". 


This information appears to have 


been brought by the United States gun- 
boat Nashville to Chefoo and tele- 
graphed thence 
to 
Shanghai. 
The 


Chinese are deserting 
Shanghai 
in 


large numbers and going into the in- 
terior. Reports from native sources 
continue to reach Shanghai of 'anarchy 
in Peldn. According to these tales the 
streets are filled day and night with 
Boxers, who are wholly beyond the 
control of the Chinese troops and who 
are working themselves up to a frenzy 
and clamoring for the death of 
all 


foreigners. 


The English consulate at Shanghai 


is said to have received from influen- 
tial natives reports of a tragedy in the 
palace at Pekin, though precisely what 
Is not denned. The consulate thinks 
that Admiral Seymour, commander of 
the international relief column, was 
misled by information 
from 
Pekin, 


and, consequently underestimated the 
difficulties In his way and, the Chinese 
power of resistance with Maxim guns 
and Mauserfe. 


Capt. a. Jf. Towle Is £>eud. 


New York, June 23.—The death is 


announsed In London of Capt Geo 
P. Towle, U. S. A., retired, aged sixty- 
five years. He was twice breveted for 
gallant and meritorious service In the 
civil war.

To Meet Ills Comrades. 


On June 29 the governor will go west 


to attend a rough riders' convention at 
Oklahoma City on July 4. It will not 
be a political gathering and the governor 
feels that he will not violate good taste 
in visiting his old comrades in arms. 


All other public appearances between 


now and July 12, the date on which the 
notification committee will . visit him, 
have been canceled. This includes the 
republican ratification meeting at Car 
negie hall on June 28, which the gov- 
ernor promised to address before this 
"vice president business" as he calls it 
came Upon him.

FILIPINOS WISH 


TOJXPEL FRIARS 


PROPOSITION LOOKED UPON AS 


VERY IMPORTANT, 


Priests Are Hated by 
the 
Natives 


—Considered a Menace to Peaceful 
Government and Must Be Got Rid 
Of—Their Rights as Residents to 
Be Respected. 


Washington, D. C., June 23—Admin- 


istration officials regard the proposition 
of the Filipinos to expel the friars from 
the Philippines as the most important 
question to be considered by the Phi'ip. 
pine commission, and they will give 
much time and attention to it. The 
commission has full authority to deal 
with this question. 


It is recognized by administration offi- 


cials' that something must be done to 
curb the power of the friars in the is- 
lands. They are considered a menace to 
a peaceful government of the natives. At 
the same time their rights as residents 
are to be respected. 


Must Get Kid of Them 


A high official of the government said 


this morning: "We cannot take them by 
the scruff of the neck and pitch them 
into the sea. We cannot kick them out 
without recognizing their, rights. 
At 


the same time we have got to do some- 
thing to get rid of their influence. They 
are hated by the natives, and as long as 
they- stay in the island they will be a 
source of trouble." 


Plans for their expulsion will be dis 


cussed by the Philippine commission, 
and it is probable that some arrange- 
ment will be made to pay them for their 
property. 


Judge Tnft to Consider It. 


Perhaps because he was not himself 


prepared to make any" recommendations 
'upon them. General MacArthur did.not 
transmit to the War Department the 
results of the meeting of the Filipinos 
at Manila yesterday, at which they drew 
up the terms for the settling of the dif- 
ferences between the leaders of the in- 
surrection and the United States govern 
ment. 
' The general impression is that General 


MacA'rthur will leave the Philippine com 
.mission to deal with such matters. 
Some, at least, of the matters desired 
tiprreeted are incorporated in instruc 
tiona given to the commission. For in- 
stance^ Judge Taft, the president of the 
qommission, has been specially charged 
by'.'his colleagues with the consideration 
of the'question as to how the universal 
desire of the Filipinos for the ejection of 
the friars .from the archipelago is to be 
reconciled with the organic principles of 
our laws relative to .individual liberty,

Jury Containing Four Mormons Found 


Him Guilty of Polygamy at 


Salt Lake Yesterday. 


Salt Lake, Utah, June 23—Brigham 


EC. Koberts, late aspirant to a Feat in the 
National House of ^Representatives, was 
yesterday found guilty of polygamy, 
The verdict was reached in a state court 
after a trial lasting only foity minutes, 
Four of the jury were Mormons, but 
they promptly agreed' to the verdict, 
which was returned within fifteen 'min- 
utes. 


The conviction is remarkable because 


it has hitherto been exceedingly difficult 
to get a jury in a state court that would 
vote to find a man guilty;of polygamy. 
Boberts will come up before Judge Nor- 
rell for sentence today. 


.The penalty provided in the statute is 


a fine of $100 to 81,000, imprisonment in 
the state penitentiary for a term not ex- 
ceeding six months, or both fine and im- 
prisonment. 


Roberts hopes to escape on technical- 


ity, 
however, and will appeal to the 


Supreme court.

LONG DROUTH HAS RUINED THE 


GROWTH THIS SEASON. 


Effects in Wisconsin and Rock County — 


Other Crops Promise Well— Careful 
Estimate Shows That the Harvest 
Will Be 125,000,000 Bushels Short 
in the Northwest.

Luxuriant up to almost June 1 : blast- 


ed, as no other wheat crop in this coun- 
try ever was, by June 10 — that is the 
story of this year's farming operations 


, in the great Northwest. 


The damage in Wisconsin is not so 


large, owing chiefly to the fact that so 
little spring wheat is grown. 
The,fartu- 


era quit tho raising of that cereal some 


; time ago owing to the uncertainity of 


the crop. 
But reports are that the 


email acreage that has been sown at 
least 50 per cent of it has been destroy- 
ed by the drought beyond 
redemption. 


lu Rock county the conditions of the 


spring wheat crop are even more serious 
than in other parts of the state. 
There 


seems to have been less rain in this 
section than in other parts of the state. 
Oats, barley and rye, which have a 
larger acreage than spring wheat, have 
been damaged at least '10 per cent. 
Oats is heading out, now only six inches 
high on many fields. Kye'has not yet 
reached halt "of its usual, growth. 
The 


hay crop is very small. 


The rains during the past few days 


will help all other crops in this county 
very much. Tobacco promises to do 
very well with the usual rains during 
the rest of the season. 


Overwhelming Disaster

It has made it almost 
impossible to exaggerate the situation 
from the fact that an estimate radical 
one day has by the rapid march of 
events become suddenly conservative the 
next.

All Conditions Abnormal 


The primary cause of the disaster is 


of course the absense of seasonable 
rainfall since May 1, but no mere study 
of the figures of rainfall during this po- 
riod will serve to account for the present 
situation. ID other seasons almcsc equal 
lack of spring rainfall has simply served 
to shorten the crop, but this year all 
conditions have been abnormal, and it is 
a combination of abnormal conditions 
never before experienced, and which 
might not occur again in a lifetime, 
that has brought about the present fail- 
ure.

London, June 23.—Abbas Hltmi, the 


khedive of Egypt, arrived in English 
•waters on -his first official visit to this 
country.

•brought his highness from Flushing to 
Port Vi-ctoria, where lie was received 
with a salute from the fleet anchored at 
Cheeraess, but he was prevented by 
illness from continuing 
-his journey.

The Bremen po- 
lice informed him that the landrath 
would not permit him to enter Han- 
over and advised him to remain 
in 


Bremen. Thereupon the landrath con- 
cerned complained to the central gov- 
ernment in Berlin, declaring that the 
Bremen authorities had been guilty of 
an unfriendly act tov.-ard Prussia. Sub- 
sequently the Bremen government, 
acting presumably on a hint from Ber- 
lin, limited Mr. Heumanu's stay to one 
week. 


Another case is that of Fritz Dillens 


of San Francisco, forty-seven years 
old, who on visiting Drakenberg, nea-r 
Bremen, was unceremoniously confin- 
ed in the fort, his wife and four child- 
ren being left to shift for themselves. 


The third case is that of Jacob Kno- 


sallo, of Montevedio, Minn., who left 
Posen ten years ago, at the age of fif- 
teen. After he had spent a fortnight 
visiting his relatives near Posen 
he 


was arrested and impressed into the 
German army. 
Consul Diederich has 


the matter in hand, and will bring it 
in due course to the attention of the 
embassy at Berlin. 


BAD SHOWING FOR AMERICA. 
^avalion at tbe Paris Exposition Said to 


Bo .Interior to All Others. 


New-York, June 23.—A' dispatch to 


the Tribune from Paris says that this 
is the sixty-seventh day siri<56"t!ie ex- 
position opened and patriotic Ameri- 
cans have so far refrained from caus- 
tic criticism of their national pavilion 
in hopes that

would be 


placed in it to put it on aa even foot- 
ing with other countries, but after to- 
day's presidential visit it is impossi- 
ble to conceal the fact that in the 
opinion of ninety-nine out of 1-14 Am- 
ericans who have seen it the -United 
States national pavilion, as far as its 
contents are concerned, is unworthy of 
our country and causes unpleasant im- 
pressions when 
compared with the 


German pavilion, with its art collec- 
tion of Frederick, the Great; with the 
British 
pavilion, containing canvases 


by Vandyke, Reynolds, Gainsborough, 
and Burne-Jones; with the pavilions oJ 
Italy, Spain, Russia, Hungary, Aus- 
tria and Bosnia, admirably displaying 
their respective native industries. The 
American pavilion is not only far in- 
ferior to the national pavilions of first- 
class countries, but discreditable evei, 
when compared to the pavilion o£ mi- 
croscopic states like Monaco, or the 
republic of San Marino.

American pavilion is a third-class Am- 
erican restaurant, with French wait 
ers and a soda fountain, but where ont 
cannot obtain American wines nor por- 
terhouse steaks nor terrapin nor buck- 
wheat cakes.
